Tto Public Order Act 1906 contains various provisions which art likely to 
offset Travellers and festivals. The various parts of the Act will cone into 
force at different dates in esrly 1987, so it will probably all be in effect by 

the summer. 


Section 39 - formation of Lmri 

Section 39 of the Act creates what is in effect a criminal trespass provision. 
This section applies only to people woo Tiave entered land aa trespassers*^ 
it's not relevant if you were invited on, whatever happens later. On the other 
hand it do tx apply if you entered without permission, even if the owner later 
said you could stay. It does oat apply to hi*ways, including laybys, nor to 
non-agricwltural buildings, evsn if occupied by people with v#ilcles touch as a 
bus garage). It does, include ancient menumenta, whether lend or buildirgs. 
lhe section does not apply to land which was occtpied before it tern into 
force. 

The section does not make it an offence to be on the land, but only to disobey 
a valid direction to leave. This direction can only be given by the ooet senior 
in rank of the police officers present, who has to be able to may that to 
"reasonably bellows" certain things. The legality of tto direction, and of any 
su>s^mnt arrests and prosecutions, do not d*>end on whether these things 
were acUnlly trier but on whether it woe reasonable for him to believe that 
they were. * l * 3 *owwr, If the benef was based on a wrong interpretation of tto 
lav (as rl -Inct from tto facts! than a court should told it to be 
unreasonable. Tto things to mcml believe ere:

As an altematiw to 4. it'is sufficient for tto officer to believe that any of 
tto people in occuption tow "caused damage to property on the Und or umod 
threatening, abusive or insulting words or brftaviour towards the occupier, a 
member of his family or an employee or agent of his." This mea n s more or lems 
what it says, but will obviously be interpreted very broadly. Mote that this 
lever toe to be prove d , only reasonably suspected.

There is a power of arrest, but only after you tow been given a reasenabta

Before you can be convicted of on offence under tto section the police aunt

7. That you know it tod bean given end that it applied to you. 

3. That you did not laaw "aa soon as reasonably practical". 

There is defence thet you had s "reasonable excuse", but It ie difficult to 
ftuass what a court si** call a reasonable excuse in this situation. 

H is also made an offence to return to tto lend within three a an tto after the 
uir«<tion ie given. This obviously means that tto police will want ta identify * 
everybody concerned even if they leew wliettarlly and are not a -aim*. 
Ik>wwr, there is no power to require information er to detain people u arm 1 
t illing to leew so that they can be identified. If the land is occupied again 
within ‘ tto three months tto whole process should start again from tto 
teg inn log - tto only people who can be arrested immediately are those tto 
(Olice can Beaut were therm the first time. This may not be what happens in 
jt/ratlce, though 

Ito maximus sentence for those effences is 3 months and/or a fine, althoux* 
imprisonment would to unlikely.

The police he.:. blocked o;': he road to the Turn 
Earlier site anc at the last moment the festival wes 
changed to Blaen Bran reservoir near Upper Cwmbran 
where permission had been given to uae the 6ite by 
the landowner.However,the surrounding land and the 
access road are cvned by the local council who ref¬ 
used use of the land or the road.Therefore we arriv- 
-ed tb find the road blocked by 6kips and two bored 
policemen,Some people had already camped there and 
the few vehicles there had been blocked in,The naj- 
. -ority of people heading for the festival had been 
turned away and one large group spent the night of 
May 29th(the start date of the festival;by an old 
brickworks nearby.having to move on in the morning. 

We spent most of the following day trying to catch up 
with the other groups in the area who were constantly 
being forced tc move on.We later returned to the 
Blaen Bran site to be turned away by police before 
the roadblock and who were in the process of moving 
people who'd parked on the roadside.This continued 
all day until the police had moved virtually every 
one out of the county.We headed off on our ovm and. 
Bpent a very enjoyable few days at the Cantlin Stone 
site in the Clun Forest where we were totally free 
from harrassment.ie later heard that there had been 
a small festival *hat managed to happen for the week 
end tb the west near uaephily and the majority of 
other people had headed into SomerseT .where up to the 
time of writing t v ey seen to have constantly hassled 
and moved on.The squeeze of the public order bill is 
taking effect and it seems that the police are des- 
-perate to prevent any large gatherings or moves to- 
-wards Stonehenge.
